SAN FRANCISCO (\Pi—Engineers of

RENEWED 


All Hope Gone But 
Navy Will Survey 
Island Area 


HONOLULU (tP)—The great aerial 
search of the Pacific Ocean for trace 
of Amelia Earhart and Fred J. Noo- 
nan, her navigator, will be resumed 
today if weather conditions permit. 
The search yesterday by 60 planes from 
the carrier Lexington was cut short by 
rain squalls. 

Hope that the search would prove 
fruitful was at the vanishing point, but 
the navy fliers, under orders of Ad- 
miral Orin G. Murfin, in charge of the 
hunt, will scan approximately 360,000 
Square miles before they give up. Miss 
Earhart was forced down July.2, on a 
2,500-mile flight from Lae, New Guinea, 
to Howland Island. 

Sixty of the “Lexington’s 62 planes 
joined in the search yesterday fore- 
noon after poor visibility had held the 
pilots on deck through the early day- 
light hours. By noon they had covered 
21,000 square miles without sighting 
eVen a sandspit on which the lost fliers 
could have found refuge.

SEN. ROBINSON 
FOUND DEAD 
AT HOME

WASHINGTON (u—Senate Major- 
ity Leader Joseph T. Robinson died 
alone in his apartment today a few 
hundred yards from the legislative 
chamber where his Political career was 
coming to angry climax in the fight 
to enact President Roosevelt’s Plan to 
reorganize the judiciary. 

Robinson was 65. His body was dis- 
covered pajama clad and he was pro- 
nounced dead at 8:15 a. m. EST., by 
Dr. Warren Fletcher. 

Robinson leaves the Senate after 24 
years service and on the eve of new 
honors He was the choice of his col- 
leagues for the Supreme Court vacancy 
created by retirement of Justice Willis 
Van Devanter, 

President Roosevelt, mourning the 
death of Senator Joseph T. Robinson, 
declared that “a soldier has fallen with 
face to the battle.”

Custer Warned 
Of Disaster 


Aged Indian Says 
He Knew Sitting 
Bull Had Big Force 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (IP)— 
If General George A. Custer had 
listened to Charles Copeland, he might 
be alive today “though of course a very 
old man,” according to Copeland, a 
Cherokee Indian with the tribal name 
of White Horse who says he is 93. 

“White Horse” Copeland says he was 
born 
chief and a mother who came from a 
line of Norse nobility. Age has dim- 
med his memory to some extent and 
he talks in a Strange mixture of old- 
time phraseology and modern slang. 

He describes the Custer massacre of 
June 26, 1876. 

“Yea brother, this is how it was. I 
was there with a bunch of friendly In- 


dians on our way to an Idaho reserva- 


tion. We were going up there to teach 
those fellows how to live like white 
men. 

“We passed through that country 
(the battlefield) and talked to Custer 
and Sitting Bull. 


“Sitting Bull was a big-shot medi- | 


cine man and a great general. 


“You know this is not peace; I said / 


to Sitting Bull and he said to me, ‘I 
know it is not peace, they are after my 
hide.’ 

“To Custer I said, ‘They will get your 
hide brother, if you go in there. Say 
brother, I know you are a graduate of 
West Point, but don’t go in there!” 

“He would would not listen. There 
were 20,000 Indians there and not a 
man of Custer’s force was left.” 

General Custer with a force of 600 
men assumed he was attacking a party 
of 1,200 Pawnees whom he believed 
marching to join Sitting Bull. The 7th 
Cavalry was outnumbered by the In- 
dians in the neighborhood of 20 to 1. 

Only one living thing is known to 
have survived in the ranks of the sold- 
iers, the horse “Commanche” of Cap- 
tain Keough. 

When the smoke of the battle 
cleared, every trooper was dead. The 
soldiers were left on the _ battlefield 
where they fell, many of them muti- 
lated. 

Today small monuments mark the 
Montana battlefield where the men fell 
and a large memorial stands over the 
field. 


EGGS SURVVE 


WASHING IN 
SOAP, WATER 


MILWAUKEE (lP)—Even the dainty 
egg of a ruby-throated humming bird 
came unimpaired through a soap and 
water bath to which 3,328 eggs were 
subjected at the Milwaukee museun. 

Marvin H. Adams, assistant curator 
of birds and mammals, applied a soft 
brush to the collection to prepare it 
for new show cases after it had been 
withdrawn from exhibition for a time. 

All of the eggs excepting one are 
from North American birds. There are 
795 sets from 720 species and sub-spe- 
cies, and 84 nests. Derivation of the 
collection ranges to the albatross and 
the California condor. 

They were gathered, often at risk of 
his life, by the late Benjamin Goss, a 
native of Pewaukee, Wisconsin. Be- 
fore his death in 1893 he had eggs of 
all the North American birds known 
to his contemporary ornithologists.
